The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application discloses a CDMA transmission and reception apparatus. A search of prior art 
records has failed to teach or suggest, alone or in combination: 

A CDMA transmission apparatus, comprising: 

"a plurality of cascaded inverse discrete Fourier transformers are used to constitute the 
spreading code generator and the spreader, and performing inverse discrete Fourier transform on 
the transmission signal hierarchically" (Fig. 17) as disclosed in claim 13. 

A CDMA reception apparatus, comprising: 

"a plurality of cascaded discrete Fourier transformers are used to constitute the spreading 
code generator and the spreader, and perform discrete Fourier transform on the received signal 
hierarchically" (Fig. 18) as disclosed in claim 15.
